RESOLUTION UNDER WHICH LOCOMOBILE
GO. MAY CLAIM LARGE HARBOR AREA

Resolved, That the Common Council of the City
of Bridgeport hereby disestablishes the present city
harbor line on the west side of the Pequonnock river,
extending south from Stratford avenue, and the
same is hereby discontinued.

Flights, Average Being
43.5 Miles An Hour

CAME DOWN, FD ELQ AVE OUT

(Special from United Press.)
Rfeeims, Aug. 26. Hubert Latham,

flying in an Antoinette aeroplane, this
afternoon broke the record established
yesterday by Paiulhan. It is unof-
ficially announced! as 87 miles in 2
hours and 13 minutes.

Just at the time when it appeared
the flight would also exceed Paulhan's
in time aloft, the fuel gave out and
Latham had to come down. He was
Immediately surrounded and the en-
thusiasm was so great that it was
feared for a time that they would do
bodily injury to the aviator. La-
tham's flight breaks all long speed
records, his average being 43.5 miles
an hour. The flight was made under
adverse conditions, the wind being highat times with bursts of rain.

During a part of his flight Latham
raced with the Paris express and eas-
ily distanced the train, though the en-
gineer put on every ounce of speed.Latham's record breaking flight was
begun a few minutes after his flight
of nearly 44 miles in 1 hour, 1 minute,
51 1--5 seconds. He had. to abandon
the first flight on. account of his gas-
oline running out.

Glenn H. Curtiss made a short flightthis morning and before the day is
done it is expected he will make an-
other attempt to win the short speed
record from Louis Bleriot.

There was considerable inquiry
among Americans here as to why it
was first announced- last evening that
Curtiss had equalled Bleriot'3 mark of
8:04 2-- 5 for the 6 1--5 miles of - the
course.

No charge of favoritism will be made
against the time keepers but Curtiss'
friends are wondering whether he is to
be given an equal chance with the
flock of French aviators.

Henry Fousnler, who miraculously
escaped death in the fall which dashed
his machine to the ground yesterday
afternoon, appeared on the field this
morning wearing many bandages.Paulhan was the recipient of con
tinued congratulations today as it was
taken for granted that he had won the
first prize, $10,000, In the Grand Prix
De La Champagne and that his record
of yesterday will also bring him the
$4,000 prize for best duration flightmade during the year. Paulhan is a
poor man having been a tight rope
walker but a short time ago. He took
up with aeroplaning less than two
months ago but In his flights of Tues-
day and Wednesday he clearly showed
that he is the most advanced aviator
on the ground.

Cm-tie- first flight today was thuss
times around the course or 18 3--5
miles. He made the distance in 28
minutes 54 3--5 seconds, or two-fift- hs

of a second from the time in which
Paul Tissandler, flying a Wright ma-
chine, negotiated the same distance
early in the week.

Louie Bleriot carried two passengers
in his monoplane this afternoon a dis-
tance of 6 3-- 10 miles in 8 minutes and
32 seconds. It was the first flight
with 'passengers of the week and elic-
ited great applause.Not satisfied with his record flight
of yesterday Paulhan today fitted out
his Volsin ne with a tank that
will hold 30 gallons of gasoline and
will attempt to beat his mark of yes-
terday, 2:43:24 4-- 5. He said he could
have continued yesterday's flight in-
definitely had his fuel not given out.

SWEEPER DRANK

Kowalski Not Therefore
Guilty of Breaking Sun-

day Liquor Law.
To drink a glass of beer while sweep-

ing out a saloon on Sunday is not an
illegal action according to the decision
of Judge Foster to-d- ay in the case of
Andrew Kowalski of 230 Hallett street,
who runs a saloon at that address. A
nolle was entered both in his case,
and in that of Frank Sllenski, his
helper.Last Sunday a raiding party com-
posed of Sergeant Hazel, Officers Wag-
ner. Coughlin and Ladd. paid an un-
expected visit to the Kowalski place,
and found Silenski in the act of drink-
ing a glass of beer. He was arrested
on the charge of frequenting- a saloon
on Sunday and the proprietor on the
charge of illegal selling.

Howard Herbert Flood Lies

In Precarious Condition

at Home

UNCONSCIOUS
SINCE MISHAP

Car Owned and Driven By
C. S. Eames, Contract-

ing Plumber

Walking With Father In
Connecticut Avenue When
Struck Without Warning
Howard Herbert Flood, aged 18

years, elevator boy with the Bridge-
port Brass Co. and son of John J.
Flood, teaming contractor, lies at the
home of his parents, 48$ Hollister ave
nue, in a precarious condition as the
result of being struck, tossed in the
air and run over last night by a Max
well runabout operated by C.S. Eames,
the Plumbing contractor.

The boy is bruised and cut from
head to foot as a result of the ac
cident and there Is fear on the part
of the attending physician that the
skull has been fractured.

Mr. Eames felt the accident most
keenly. He gave his name and ad-
dress to the boy's father and told Dr.
C. R. Pratt to do all in his power to
help the boy and spare no expense.

About 8 o'clock last night the vie
tim with his father and Hugh Dick
son was walking in Wilmot avenue.
The youth walked ahead of the two
men and had taken one or two steps
to cross Connecticut avenue when he
was struck by the auto. He was hurl-
ed in the air first. Soma say it was
as high as twelve feet. Coming down
the boy struck the road in front of
the car and became caught between
the mud guard and the radiator, he
was dragged about- - 35 feet when he
became free and the car passed over
him.

His father was the first to reach
him and picking him up In his arms
ran to his home in Hollister avenue
where a doctor was summoned at
once.

Mr. Eames was accompanied by his
wife who was much disturbed by the
accident. - Witnesses say that Mr.
Eames did not blow his horn and he
was going at a lively rate, while only
one side light on the car was light-
ed. After the accident Mr. Eames
lighted the headlight.

The examination by the doctor
showed that the collar bone, of the
victim was broken, the right leg was
badly bruised and cut while both arms
were lacerated. The young man's
body is a mass of bruises while his
head bore three lumps as large as
hen's eggs and on the back of the
head was a deep cut. During the night
the patient suffered hallucinations and
up to this noon he had not recovered
consciousness.

SENSATION IN

POISON SCANDAL

iDivorced Husband of Ad-

miral Eaton's "Wife Now
Enters Mystery

WOIAN GAVE HIM HONEY

CSpecial from United Press.)
Scituate, Mass., Aug. 26. Assertion

by the wife of Bear Admiral Joseph
Giles Eaton that she would at once
move to obtain, a court investigation
of bis sanity was a sensation in the
poisoning scandal here today second
only to the discovery that the dead
child which Admiral Eaton saya he
wanted to "rear to follow his father's
footsteps and fight for the flag", was
not the Admiral's son at allL It has
been discovered that the child whose
viscera is now being examined at the
Harvard medical school for signs of
poison was a foundling and was adopt-
ed only on permission from Judge
George in the Suffolk Probate court
on March 22. It was then two months
old.

Another sensational development in
the case is the fact that D. H. Ains-wort- h,

the divorced husband of Mrs.
Eaton, has entered the mxstery first
revealed by the child's death and Mrs.
Baton's accusations. Seen here todayat her home Mrs. Eaton at first denied
that she had ever given Alnsworth
any money since her marriage to the
Admiral, but finally admitted that on
two or three occasions when he had
asked her for money she had given it
to him although only with the Ad-
miral's knowledge.

"What I did for him," she said, "I
would have done for an absolute
stranger who stood in such need of
charity."

She declared that at Assinippi, their
home, she had lived as a washwoman
doing without servants, doing her own
work, living on $4 to $5 a week, rais-
ing chickens, and selling eggs and but-t- er

that she might help the Admiral.
"When we went there," she said, "I

put overalls on him, making him go
out and work about our small farm,
think it would bring him back to
health."

Mrs. Baton remains firm in her as-
sertions of belief that the baby was
poisoned. Her daughter
June also reiterates her statements
that attempts to poison herself and
her mother have been made on several
occasions. One member of the fam-
ily, however, Dorothy, sides
with Admiral Eaton and reiterates the

that he did not poison the

to the same extent that the old city
line limited the company.

In other words the Common Coun-
cil, in passing the resolution of June
7. appears to have laid two harbor
lines. One was formally and regular-
ly declared in the controlling words of
the resolution to be a line "in exact
coincidence" with "the United States
harbor line of 1906." The other is not
in "exact coincidence" with the United
States line.

The former line gives extensive
riparian rights to the Locomobile
Company. The latter does not.

In accordance with the resolution a
map was filed: "showing the United
States harbor line," with which the
new city line was to be "in exact co
incidence." This, map is now In the
office of the city engineer. The, acre-
age embraced in the riparian rights
granted by the government line, over
and above those granted by the eitF
line of 1906, has been estimated by the
city engineer at 24.3 acres. These fig-
ures have been marked In upon the
map. t ,

Mayor Lee denied this morning that
the Locomobile Company can exercise
riparian rights up to the governmentline under the resolution of the coun-
cil.

City Attorney Cullinan said today to
a representative of the Farmer: "If
there is a discrepancy in the resolution
such as has been described to me
there is little doubt but that it will
be necessary for the Common Council
to call the legislation back and amend
it."

It appears that City Attorney Culli-
nan was not consulted when the reso-
lution was drawn. Consequently he
is not in fault for any errors con-
tained in it, whether they were made
deliberately Mr otherwise.

TYPHOID VICTIM

Prominent Young Business
Man's Death Shock to

Friends

ILL ONLY JWO WEEKS

Harold Lindley Baker, one of .the
best known and highly esteemed young
business men in the city died at 5
o'clock this morning at the home of
his parents, 269 Barnum avenue. The
news of his untimely passing came
with cruel force and caused great sor-
row to the multitude of friends and
acquaintances the young man possess-
ed. Death was due primarily to pneu-
monia and the secondary cause was
typhoid fever.

Mr. Baker, was stricken about two
weeks ago. He was the local repre-sentative of the White Manufactur-
ing Co., makers of White Steamercars and his business took him allover the state. He made the tripsin an automobile. During his illnesshe tried to account for his maladybut he was unable to say where he
had contracted the fever.

The doctors endeavored to connect
the case with the typhoid epidemic at
Woodmont but the young man was
positive that he had not been there.
He drank water and milk In several
cities a few days before he was
stricken, the largest quantity of wat-
er having been taken in Hartford.

There were no symptoms of pneu-
monia until yesterday when rapid re-
spiration and a change in temperature denoted that another ailment had
developed. Dr. J. R. Topping the
family physician called a consultation
of physicians. It was feared that the
typhoid infection had punctured the
intestinal organs but an examination
of the blood showed the typhoid in-
fection- was only secondary.The deceased was 23 years old and
the only child of Mr. and Mrs. Freder-
ick D. Baker. Mrs. Baker who was
Miss Carrie L. Carter before her mar-
riage is critically ill at her home hav-
ing been in a dangerous condition for
several days. She has not been ap-
prised of her son's death because of
the gravity of her own condition.

The father of the young man is
best known in the business world as
the president of the Acme Shear Co.,
and Vice President of the Weed Chair
Tire Strip Co. He is grief stricken bythe death of his only child. He was
formerly a member of the board of
Fire Commissioners.

The deceased was very popular
among his school chums in East
Bridgeport and for the three years he

New York, Aug. 26 Alarming reports
as to the true condition of the health
of E. H Harriman continue to fly
thick and fast through Wall Street
today, and despite the apparent lack
of concern shown by the Harriman
brokers Wall Street operators are
loath to believe the wizard's condition
has been improved.

Walter A. iHarriman, Harriman's
eldest son, reached Arden today at
12:36 p. m. from the West. He was
met at the depot by the Harriman au-
tomobile and hurried at once to the
tower hill. He declined to discuss his
hurried trip, but declared that it was
not due to any apprehension of his
father's condition.

As a result of rumors the Harriman
issues were again the prey - of the
bears on the stock exchange at the
opening today, the market for the
Harriman stocks being in a state of
demoralization with early losses In
this particular line of stock.

There were wild scenes on the ex-

change today, brokers fighting' to get
to the Union Pacific post to execute
selling orders. Union Pacific closed
weak yesterday at 205 1-- 2. When the
market opened the price broke with
the force of an avalanche to 202. The
preferred fell 2 points and- New York
Central, Southern Pacific and Erie, all
Harriman issues, yielded a point or
more.

And while Wall Street was in a tur-
moil of activity the Arden home of the
financier was quiet. No news would
be given out as to Harri man's condi-
tion save that he was "all right."

The calling to Arden yesterday after-
noon of Dr. Norman E. Ditman of
New York, a noted specialist in kidney
diseases, revived the rumors that Mr.
Harriman had come home in a seri-
ous condition.
